Deaf Are Safe Drivers 

"The fact thai certain magistrates 
in Ontario have made disparaging 
remarks on the abilities of deaf 
drivers has prompted the Ontario 
• iation of the Deaf to point out 
many pertinent facts to the authori- 
ties, chief of which is the rather- sur- 
prising revelation thai deaf dn\ 
have a far better record for safety 
than those with all their faculties. 

The association, as a mailer of fail, 
points out for its automobile com- 
mittee that in statistics for the last 
uily five accidents occur- 
red with i\c.i\ drivers involved. Of 
the five accidents not one resulted 
fatally or produced serious injury, and 
in three court cases, th,- hearing 
drivers were found to be ;it fault. 
Two other i.ims involved speeding 
and were properly dealt with by the 
presiding magistrates. 

Vspersions against deaf drivers are 

inly not borne out by fact, for in 

many surveys by motor associations 

deal drivers have been found to have 

particularly uw records. One 

ni for this is that deaf dm. 
realise their handicaps, and 'make up 
for these by keeping their eves on the 
road. In other words, the deaf driver 

exercises special cue because of his 

infirmity.

The bill is designed to create a divi- 
sion for the deaf, under the Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industry- and will 
be the means of bringing trained deal 
(raftsmen of the Stale in closer and 
more friendly relations with the em- 
ploying public. As soon as possible 
a director will be appointed and the
